ORDER 

New Delhi, the 17th. February 1061 

S.O. 399/IDRA/18G/49/61. —In. exercise of the powers conferred by section 
18G of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following Order further to amend the 
Cement Control Order, 1958, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Cement Control (Second Amendment) 

Order, 1961. 

'(2) It shall come into force on the 20th day of February 1961. 

2. In clause 6 of the Cement Control Order, 1958, for sub-clause (2) the 

following sub-clause shall he substituted, namely:— 

“(2) (a) The price at which the Corporation may sell cement to any 
person shall be Rs. 104/60 nP per metric tonne free on rail destina¬ 
tion railway station: 

Provided that the Corporation may with the prior approval of the Central 
Government, allow a rebate, discount or commission in the price 
of cement sold to the Government for the Directorate General of 
Supplies and Disposals; 

Provided further that, in the case of a sale to any person with whom 
the producer has entered into any such agreement as is referred 
to in the first proviso to sub-clause (1) of clause (6), the Corpora¬ 
tion shall pass on to such person the benefit of the rebate, discount 
or commission referred to in that proviso; 

Provided also that, in respect of' rapid hardening cement and low heat 
cement, the price at which the Corporation may sell such cement to 
any person shall be Rs. 117/85 nP per metric tonne free on rail 
destination railway station. 

Explanation .—The price referred to in this sub-clause is exclusive of— 
(i) State or Inter-State sales fax, if any; and 
(it) fhe cost of packing or of containers, if any. 

(b) In respect of packed cement, fhere shall be added to the price 
referred to in this sub-clause, such maximum amount as may be 
fixed by file Central Government under sub-clause (4) in respect of 
packing or containers.”
